Steel Prospects 


Interest New Glas- 
wegians More Than a Little. 


Financiers one and all ta’: “Scotia 
| Steel” nowadays, writes W. D. 
| Taunton of Halifax, in Toronto Satur- 
day Night. Down here in Nova Scotia 
we are all inclined to discuss about 
Scotia and its troubles. For troubles 
it has—inward 
kind. 

We are all interested in Scotia be- 
cause the concern belongs—or did—to 
us. This big industry was conceived 
of Nova Scotians, It was brought into 
being by Nova Scotians, nurtured and 
trained to its present robust state by 
Nova Scotians, and not the very least, 
it is part and parcel of Nova Scotia 
itself. It is a direct product of Blue. 
nose soil, 

We may be called provincial in our 
ideas, but we do glory in big Nova 
Scofians and things. 

The upper provinces have been and 
are still after our big men, So with 
the great West. We have faith in our 
ability to duplicate the crop, but we 
cannot bear the parting with our in- 
dustries. 

The raid on Scotia by the upper 
province financiers has been receiv- 
ed with some alarm, The town of 
New Glasgow, the birthplace of Scotia 
and the birthplace of Scotia’s ‘‘dad- 
dy,” Mr, Graham Fraser, has much 
to lose by the removal of the steel 
works, Mr. Forshet protests that his 
interests do not desire their removal, 
but the New Glasgow people have 
been once bitten and bitten! badly. In 
1882 glass works were established 
there on an extensive scale. Great 
things were predicted, Business 
boomed. The Steel company, growing 
out of the Forge company, established 
some years previously by Graham 
Fraser und P. Forest McKay, were in 
course of construction. By the time 
the steel works got in good working 
order the combine came along and 
gobbled up the glass works. They 
began the process of dissolution by 
working half time, and finally the 
works closed down, the machinery 
removed to the upper provinces and 
the buildings allowed to go to decay. 

That is one of the things New Glas- 
gow feared and still fears may hap- 
pen the steel works—the matnstay of 
the community. That is one and the 
Main reason why so many members 
of the local Legislature favored the 
legislation sought by President Harris 
and Manager Cantley to keep the con- 
trolling power of the company within 
the province. 

With all this there is a keen sense 
of doing the right thing even though 
Sacrifice is involved, and Nova Scot- 
lans are not lacking in that respect. 
Sympathy was with the legislation 
asked for. The good name of the 
province had, however, to be consid- 
ered. And we all know what followed, 

Scotia had its birth in a black- 
smith’s shop, but its father wanted 
greater quarters for the child. Its 
progress has been always upwards, 
until to-day it is being wooed by 
financiers all over Canada. Maybe 
the upper Canadian suitors may be 
successiul in winning its affections. 

Graham Fraser is not interested in 
Scotia, only as an observer, He is out 
of the enterprise for good. Were he 
at the head of its affairs, many think 
the present trouble would have been 
avoided. Harris’ head is not Graham 
Fraser's, nor is Cantley’s by a big 
margin. 

Cantley was taken into the business 
by Fraser. He started out as the 
company’s traveler and proved a good 
one. His rise has been rapid. 

Graham Fraser is interested in lum- 
ber on the Pacific coast. He is Mayor 
of New Glasgow.

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BURIED PLUNDER 


Recovered by Thieves After Serving 
Out Their Jail Terms. 


It is well known to the police that 
there are a number of ex-convicts who 
are literally rolling in riches and 
driving about London and the pro- 
vinces to-day in their own motor-cars 
and carriages, said a detective to the 
writer the other day. The majority of 
these men are old embezzlers, and 
there seems to be little doubt that 
they are able to live well and keep 
going lavishly furnished residences 
because the inoney they stole was 
hidden by them before being arrested 
and sent to prison, 

There are thousands of pounds’ 
worth of valuable property looted by 
thieves from various sources that lies 
buried in odd corners of Britain and 
will probably only be recovered by 
the men themselves on their release. 
Cases are constantly oeeurring where 
an embezzler after running off with a 
large sum in gold refuses to divulge 
the hiding place of his ill-gotten 

ains. He is sent to prison, and the 
oot remains unrecovered. In nine 
cases out of ten the embezzler, finding 
arrest imminent, buries his stolen 
preety and digs it up again when 
he comes out of prison. 

_ A man who.was for many years an 
inmate of one of our prisons is now 
living in affluence in a town up north, 


He was imprisoned for embezzling 
$350,000 from his hie tr and he 
declared at the trial that he had 


Spent every penny of it. For some 
time after his release from jail he liv- 
ed in a cheap lodging house at Hox- 
ton, and then one day he declared 
that he had come into a fortune, a 
brother in Australia having died and 
left him some thousands. As a mat- 
ter of fact, although the police had 
no proof, he had recovered the money 
which he had embezzled years before. 

A man of considerable means now 
living in the United States served a 
term of imprisonment for forgery, 


| having obtained $75,000 by means of 


false checks. Not a penny of the 
money was recovered by* the police. 
During the forced confinement of the 
thief his wife, in pursuance of a pre- 
viously agreed plan, went out to ser- 
vice in a gentleman’s family. As 
soon as the husband was liberated, 
however, his wife resigned her posi- 
tion, and the pair sailed immediately 
for the colonies. It ultimately came 
to light that the money which had 
been stolen by means of the forged 


checks had’ been buried under the 
flooring in a Soho house. 

Some fifteen years ago a Hindu 
merchant who had come to London 


to make purchases of gems was rob- 
bed of many thousands of pounds. 
The thieves carried their ill-gotten 
wealth to a cheap tenement in White- 


| chapel; but, finding the police hot on 


their track, they carried the loot one 
dark night to a remote spot on the 
Essex marshes and secretly buried 
it. Vhey then disappeared and have 
not been seen since. It is believed

State Chemist F. W. Robinson, in 
an interview some days ago, stated

THE ANIMAL DERBY, 


It Would Be Ostrich Ist, Greyhound 
2nd, Kangaroo Also Ran, 


| 
Most people have heard: of those | 
animal races which are a popular 
feature of gymkhana meetings, but it | 
may be ex plained that for an animal 
Tace the competitor enters any sort 
of animal he likes, except a horse or 
a dog, and drives or guides his cham- 


| pion to the winning-post. 


Now, we will turn the Derby into an | 
animal race, open to the whole animal 
kingdom. We will suppose that each 
animal runs throughout at the great- 
est speed of which it is capable, and 


| that they don’t interfere with each 


other, 


First of all the field. Some animals 
—such as cattle—are, obviously, too 
slow to stand a ghost of a chance, and 
so we will line up the following ten | 
starters. Hare, lion, roebuck, grey- 
hound, horse, giraffe, elephant, kan- 
garoo, dromedary, and ostrich—the | 
last-named because, although a bird, 
he runs, and runs mighty fast, too. 

Indeed, here it may as well be said 
that, if you want to win money on an 
animal race, you back the ostrich 
every time, for he is the fastest thing 
on land, and only one bird ean beut 
him—namely, the swallow. The ost- 
rich, then, would win our animal 
Derby with the geeatest possible ease, 
for he would cover the 1 mile 4 fur- 
longs and 29 yari@s of the Derby course 
at the amazing speed of 109 miles an 
hour—that is, nearly three times as 
fast as any horse ever foaled could do 
it, and, roughly, twice as fast as any 
other competitor among those named. 

The record time for the Derby was 
made in 1906, when Major Loder’s 
Spearmint won in 2 minutes 36 4-5th 
seconds. The ostrich would take, 
roughly, 53 seconds, 

But who would be second? Prob- 
ably the kangaroo will have a good 
many adherents, for, outside Austra- 
lia, people have the idea that the 
kangaroo hops along at a tremendous 
pace, But the kangaroo would finish 
“down the course,” absolute last! 

A kangaroo i slow animal, 7 1-2 
miles an hour lwing his best speed. 
For second place, it would be a fairly 
close fight between the greyhound 
and the roebuck. A greyhound can 
go nearly a mile a minute—54 miles 
an hour, to be exact—and this would 
just bring him home ahead of the roe- 
buck, whose best speed is a trifle over 
50 miles an hour, 

Now, for fourth place. The hare 
seems a likely choice; but again you 
would be wrong. A lion can give a 
here a start and a beating. A lion 18 
capable of 45 miles an hour, but the 
hare is fully extended at 4 miles an 
hour less, 

What about the horse? Well, 38 
miles an hour is the thoroughbred’s 
limit, and that brings him into sixth 
place. Spearmint won his Derby at 
the rate of, roughly, 35 miles an hour, 
but a horse is capable of 38 miles an 
hour over a short distance. 

Not far behind the thoroughbred 
would come the giraffe, who gets along 
at the ‘‘useful’” gait of 34 miles an 
hour. 

Then would come a big gap, closed 
at the other end by the elephant, who 
would come trumpeting along at a 
sedate 12 miles an hour. 

The dromedary’s speed, too, is a 
myth. Mr. G. EK. Larner, the amateur 
walking champion, would make the 
dromedary step out, for the beast is 
not up to more than about 9 miles 
eo hour, and Mr. Larner has walked 
9 miles in 67 minutes 37 4-5 seconds. 

And so the final placings of our 
animal Derby would be—ostrich, grey- 
hound, roebuck, lion, hare, horse, 
giraffe, elephant, dromedary, kan- 
garoo. 


Use of Royal Highness. 


The London Express learns that the 
stylé of Royal Highness will shortly 
be conferred on the brothers of Queen 
Mary—the Duke of Teck, Prince Fran- 
cis of Teck, and Prince Alexander of 
Teck, At present their style is Serene 
Highness. The late Duke of Teck was 
granted the style of Highness in 1887 

The Teck family belongs to the 
Royal House of Wurtemberg, and the 
present Duke of Teck would be King 
of Wurtemberg now but for the mor- 
gantic marriage contracted by his 
grandfather, Alexander Duke of Wur- 
temberg, who married, in 1835, Clau- 
dius Countess de Rhedey, a member 
of the Polish nobility. 


The Duke of Teck, Queen Mary’s 
eldest brotier, is married to Lady 
Margaret Grosvenor, a sister of the 


Duke of Westmireter. 
Prinee Frances of Teck, her second 


brother, who is one of the best-known | 


men in London, is unmarried. Prince 
Alexander, the third brother, is mar- 
ried to a daughter of the Duchess of 
Albany.
